~The three top stabilization offi- 
cers will confer today over the 
key issue in the steel dispute—a 
price increase for the steel in- 
dustry. . 

Defense Mobilizer Charles E. 
Wilson was scheduled to confer 
with Economic Stabilizer Roger L. 


Putnam and Price Stabilizer Ellis 
‘Arnall amid official warnings that 


a steel strike would kill all hope 


of lifting controls on the civilian 
economy this year. 

The officials planned to meet 
after receiving the full report of 
the Wage Stabilization Board, 
which has recommended a 1744- 
cent hourly pay boost and a union 
shop for the CIO United Steel 
Workers. 

Strike Postponed. 

The union yesterday postponed 
its threatened nation-wide strike 
for the fourth time, but warned 
it would call a walkout April 8 
if an agreement based on the 
board's recommendations is not 
reached with the steelmakers. 

A spokesman for Wilson said 
even a two-week strike would be 
a crippling blow to the nation. 
Counting time required to get 
furnaces back into production 
after a strike, he said, it would 
méan a loss of three weeks’ out- 
put, or about 6,000,000 tons of 

] 


steel. 
“If that happens,” the spokes- | 


man said, “it will set back the 
relaxation of steel controls by a 
year.” 

Informed sources believed Pres- 
4dent Truman eventually will 
have to decide how big a price 
boost the steel industry should 
get. There were reports that Wil-

| oe To Resume Talks. 

' Union and.management repre- 
sentatives will resume negotia- 
‘tions Monday on a company-by- 
company asis. The wage board’s 
proposals are not binding on eith- 
er side, but the union has ac- 
cepted them. 

: The steel companies told Wil- 
son and Putnam at a New York 
meeting yesterday that the 
board’s recommendations were 
“unfair” and “disruptive of the 
economy.” 

They said they would need a 
price increase of more than $12 
a ton—almost one billion dollars 
a year—to cover the wage boost 
recommended by . the board. 
Price officials estimate they 
would need only a little more 
than $4 a ton. 

The steelmakers denounced 
also the board’s recommendation 
for a ‘inion shop as “a long step 
backward in the age-old struggle 

or union ‘reed’ m.” 

: A union spokesman said Philip 
Murray, CIO president and also 
chief of the steel workers, would 
have no comment on the industry 
statement. 

Criticism in Congress. 

Meanwhile a storm brewed in 
Congress over the union ship is- 


sue. 

The union shop would compel 
all steel workers to join the union. 
Most of them already belong and 
the union said it would not sign 
a new contract without a union 
shop provision. The industry op- 
poses it. 

Representative Barden (Dem.), 
North Carolina, chairman of the 
House Labor Committee, said 
there was “rather violent reac- 
tion” in the House over the Wage 
Stabilization Board union shop 
recommendation. 

Barden said he is not against 
the union shop as such but rather 
against a Government board “rec- 
ommending sonfething which 
should only take place under free 
collective bargaining.”

Barometric pressure here this 
morning was “jumping up and 
down,” Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren reported, as a result of 
a low pressure area in the south 
and a high one in Canada. 

The barometer was decidedly 
unsteady between 6 and 7:30 a.m., 
a period during which a heavy, 
black cumulus cloud passed over 
the city and St. Louis county. 
Gusts of wind reached velocities 
of 45 miles an hour, but sustained 
winds were 25 miles an hour.

Europe Defense Gains 
Are Making It Harder 
Every Day for Aggres- 
sor to Attack. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
—Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther flew 
in today from headquarters. of 
the Allied powers in Europe, 
bringing reports of improvement 
in European defense against Com- 
munism but no news on when 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower may 
come home. 

Gruenther, chief of staff in 
Eisenhower’s command of the 
military forces of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization is here 
for testimony to congressional 
committees. He was invited to 
testify on President Truman’s re- 
quest for $7,900,000,000 in mutual 
security funds. 

A laugh and an “I don’t know” 
was Gruenther’s reply to report- 
ers who asked him when Eisen- 
hower might return, to take a 
more active part in the campaign 
to make him the Republican 
presidential nominee. 

Asked whether Eisenhower 
himself knew, Gruenther said 
that “if he does, he hasn’t com- 
municated it to me.” 

On the military situation in 
Europe, he told the newspaper 
men: 

“There are very definite im- 
provements. The tide is flowing 
our way.” 

He also said it is becoming 
more difficult every day for an 
aggressor to attack, that “the 
curve is definitely upward.” 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee decided last Monday 
to hear testimony from Gruen- 
ther. Senator McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut; proposed calling 
Eisenhower himself to testify on 
the foreign aid program, but no 
action has been taken on his 
suggestion.

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., 
March 22—A sudden devastating 
tornado ripped a 12-mile path of 
destruction through the south- 
eastern tip of Missouri killing at 
least 15 persons and injuring 66 
others. 

State highway patrolmen, dep- 
uty sheriffs .nd Red Cross work- 
ers searched through wrecked 
farm homes and rain-soaked cot- 
ton fields south of here Saturday 
for additional victims of the 
heavy storm, which roared into 
Missouri’s “Bootheel” section 
from Arkansas shortly after 8 
p.m. Friday. 

Nine of the 15 known dead 
have beén identified. They in- 
clude Mrs. Melissa Bass of St. 
Louis, who had been visiting her 
daughter near Cooter, Mo., close 
to the Arkansas line. 

-. Hospitals Swamped. 

Hospitals at nearby Hayti, Mo., 
and Blytheville, Ark. were 
swamped with injured persons. 

Mrs. tha Wilks, executive 
secretary of the Red Cross here,. 
said 51 persons are in Pemiscot 
County Memorial Hospital at 
Hayti,. where sunrooms had to be 
converted. into wards to accom- 
modate the injured, many of 
them children. 


“Nobody ody is ng about what 
happened,” she said. “They are 
too stunned to -talk.” 

The tornado, accompanied by 
hail and heavy rain, struck briefly 
at Blytheville, about five miles 
south of the Missouri line, and 
then hit hard on the outskirts of 
Cooter, in Pemiscot county. 

It then cut a path eastward to 
Cottonwood Point, a small Missis- 
sippi river community 10 miles 
south of here. More than 50 rural 
homes have been reported demol- 
ished or damaged, many of them 
housing large numbers of cotton 
field workers. 

Homes Are Smashed. . 

Rescue workers said the twister 
smashed farm homes and build- 
ings into heaps of soggy rubble. 
Automobiles and large trucks were 
overturned and tossed into weird 


‘positions. Trees were torn out 


of the ground by their roots, or 
cut off as if slashed by a huge 
bolo knife. 

The railings of a steel bridge 
were ripped away. But he bridge 
remained. 

Survivors said there had been 
heavy thunder and rain just be- 
fore the twister struck. 

Alf Green of Cottonwood Point, 
whose home was about a mile 
from the path of the tornado, said 
it then became .“very, very still.” 
He explained. that the scene was 
lighted by flashes of lightning a 
few minutes later as the tornado 
ripped by. 

“Houses were toppled over and 
blown to bits, and the fields were 
leveled, just like there had been 
an invisible claw,” he said. 

Mrs. Gilbert Blanchette ex- 
plained how the twister demol- 
ished her farm home near Cooter. 
She, her. husband, their three 


house. Her husband and Mrs. 
Hamlet were killed. 

“It was shortly after 8 o’clock,” 
she told the Post-Dispatch, “and 
it had been thundering and raip- 
ing very hard. The Hamlets had 
been visiting us, and I urged 
them to stay until the storm was 
over,

Hospitals were crowded with in- 
jured persons, and emergency first 
aid stations were set up through- 
out the area. 


The injured were being treated 
also at Karding College, a Baptist 
church and the National Guard 
armory here. Doctors and Red 
Cross workers said more than 250 
pérsons had been treated here, 
and others injured in the storm 
were being taken to Little Rock 
for treatment. 


Thirty-five ambulances were 
sent here from Little Rock last 
night to assist in carrying the in- 
jured, and many light trucks and 
private automobiles were pressed 
into service to take the casualties 
to hospitals. ; 

Searcy, which was not struck 
by the twister, was serving as 
headquarters for rescue and re- 
lief operations in White county. 
Veterans, civic and fraternal or- 
ganizations, Boy and Girl Scouts 
and other groups were mobilized 
to help in the disaster. 

Rescue Operations. 

Rescue and relief crews and 
teams of emergency repair crews 
were being organized to ‘replace 
the weary men who had worked 
‘through the long night, rescuing 
those who could be rescued, clear- 
ing debris and getting essential 
utility services back into opera- 
tion. It promised to be a mas- 
sive job. 


At Judsonia, a town of about 
1100 persons eight miles north- 
east of here, the only unscathed 
building is the Methodist Church, 
where an emergency first aid sta- 
tion was established. 

At least 38 persons there were 
known to be dead, and many of 
the residents of the town were in- 
jured by the twister.

Insurgent Illinois Republican 
organizations, heartened by Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's showing 
in Minnesota, have begun Eisen- 
hower-for-President write-in cam- 
paigns which could become state- 
wide by the April 8 primary, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

Eisenhower. Republicans have 
been reluctant to engage in a 
show of strength in Illinois against 
Senator Robert A. Taft, who has 
support of the regular organiza- 
tion and whose name appears on 
the ballot. Illinois has been con- 
sidered a Taft stronghold. 

In St. Clair county, however, 
insurgents led by James W. Mc- 
Roberts and John J. Hoban, East 
St. Louis attorneys, will conduct 
a door-to-door solicitation for 
Eisenhower write-in votes. Hoban 
is a candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination for state’s attor- 
ney. 

Other Illinois Campaigns. 

Other campaigns have been an- 
nounced in Rockford, the Cham- 
paign-Urbana area, Springfield 
and in some south Chicago wards, 
a spokesman for Eisenhower's 
state committee said. Pressure 
is developing to force the com- 
mittee to sponsor the write-in 
campaign on a state-wide basis, 
the spokesman added. 

So far the state organization 
has resisted this pressure because 
they feel odds are against any 
success comparable to that in 
Minnesota. They cite mechanical 
difficulties of writing in names 
on voting machines and space 
limitations on the Illinois ballot. 

They further cite the fact that 
Old Guard Republicans have con- 
trol of most of the Illinois elec- 
‘tion machinery. Election officials 
prejudiced against Eisenhower 
could place a strict interpretation 
on the law and throw out all misy 
spelled and incomplete write-ins, 
they say. Some officials might 
even require addresses after the 
names of write-in candidates, 

Would Be Blow to Taft. 

A large write-in vote for Eisen- 
hower in Illinois would be a seri- 
ous blow to chances of Taft in the 
Republican nominating conven- 
tion, Eisenhower supporters said. 
But they feel that a poor showing 
by the general in a campaign 
sponsored by the state organiza- 
tion would detract from the coun- 
try-wide Eisenhower boom. 

St. Clair county election offi- 
cials indicated that they would 
apply a liberal interpretation of 
the law governing counting of 
votes. The law provides for count- 
ing write-in ballots where the in- 
tent of the voter can be deter- 
mined, 

County Judge C. C. Dreman of 
Belleville said that he planned to 
study the law carefully prepara- 
tory to giving pre-election in- 
struction to election judges and 
clerks.

His formula for this was as fol- 
lows: Long-term loans at low in- 
terest for private builders com- 
parable to those for public hous- 
ing; rehabilitation of old housing 
for “those at the very bottom of 
the income ladder” through “civic 
work, legislation if necessary, and 
intelligent community planning”: 
clean up slums by enforcing exist- 
ing city laws. 

Some of the bitter complaints 
about public housing were made 
by Schattgen. The first reply 
came from Isadore E. Millstone, 
contractor, who has built much 
housing here and elsewhere for 
public authorities. Pointing out 
that public housing employs pri- 
vate enterprise for construction, 
Millstone said: “I am not con- 
vinced construction of individual 
housing is going to be the solu- 
tion of the housing problem.

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Brewster’s Devious Deal 
_ It was a tricky deal which Maine’s Republican 
Senator Owen Brewster confessed to the House 
subcommittee investigating Internal Revenue 
scandals. It reflects seriously on his concept of 
public morality as well as on his impartiality as 
chairman of the Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee in 1950, 

- §Summoned from the Senate floor to tell his 
story under oath, Brewster said that he had 


“was not supposed to play favorites in party pri- 
maries. Perhaps it may be argued that this still 
left him personally free to be of secret help to 
primary candidates even in states other than his 
own. This might be argued even though the in- 
vestigation of the Butler-Tydings campaign in 
‘Maryland has shown what may come of the use 
of outside funds in state campaigns. 


But what cannot be explained so glibly is that 
Brewster, after the primaries, made $5000 grants 
out of the regular election campaign funds to 
Nixon and Young—grants which they used to re- 
pay the loans. Apparently both men had a clear 
understanding that, if nominated, they would re- 
ceive such campaign grants and that they would 
use them to repay the primary “advances.” 

In short, by a nasty and devious device, Brew- 
ster actually used party funds to back Republi- 
cans against Republicans. The money was 
charged to the regular campaign against the 
Democratic candidates in California and North 
Dakota, but it was used in the party primaries 
in those two states. 

Brewster was able to refer to Grunewald with 
a smile, but one wonders whether the defeated 
Republicans in California and North Dakota, not 
to mention the House subcommittee, will see 
much cause for humor. The story is no funnier 
for the fact that at the very time Grunewald was 
performing this service for the Maine Senator, 
he was being sought by a Senate committee in 
connection with a wiretapping investigation. 

* * * 

Brewster further admitted that, through Gru- 
newald, he had sent another $1000 to an un- 
successful Republican candidate in the Connecti- 
cut primaries. And the man who prepared 
Grunewald’s tax returns mentioned still another 
$1250. 

Surely, these Brewster-Grunewald transactions 
need to be brought to light in more detail. Sena- 
tor Nixon and Senator Young might also be 
questioned about their attitude toward this cir- 
cumvention. Here is something of interest to 
the Republican party whose campaign funds 
were so strangely used, and also to all members 
of Congress who are interested in clean elections. 
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Is the Pentagon Clamming Up? 

Members of Congress investigating waste in 
the defense program. are justified in viewing 
with some misgivings the activities of the Pen- 
tagon in connection with inquiries sent to Army, 
Navy and Air Force inspectors. aes 

The Hebert subcommittee asked the inspectors 
to report “leads” which might turn up cases of 
waste or duplication, It was promptly swamped 
with replies. Then the Department of Defense 
instructed the inspectors to furnish copies of 
their replies to their superior officers. 

Will this move have the effect of drying up 
the information furnished to Congress? It might 
very well do so, whether that was the intention 
or not. The Hebert committee can only wait and 
find out. Defense officials say that they merely 
want to know about waste so they can take 
quick action to eliminate it. But this raises the 
question of why they did not themselves inter- 
view the inspectors long before the Hebert com- 
mittee got around to it. 

If the Defense Department is really anxious 
to eliminate wasteful expenditures, and is mov- 
ing alertly to do so, that is good news for the 
taxpayer. All too often, however, the taxpayer 
gets the impression that action comes only after 
a congressional committee gets on the track of 
something. 

In the case of the North African air bases, for 
example, Senator Lyndon B. Johnson has had to 
resort to the extreme measure of threatening to 
halt wark on the air bases altogether unless. the 
Pentagon moves into the situation revealed be- 
fore his committee, which heard charges of 
“waste, inefficiency and downright graft” in 
that project. | 

Senator Johnson says he is “not fooling.” De- 
fense officials would be well advised to take him 
seriously. For he has behind him a determined 
public demand for efficiency and economy in de- 
fense expenditures. The public would like to see 
the military services taking the initiative in this 
matter instead of hastening to explain or correct 
each case brought out by Congress. 
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The Steel Dilennma’ » 

Last December Michael ‘DiSalle, then price ad- 
ministrator, declared that the Government did 
not intend to “buy” a settlement of the steel dis- 
pute by granting Increases in steel prices be- 
yond those justified by the existing formulas. 

The big question now is whether the Govern- 
ment, in view of the Wage’ Stabilization Board’s 
recommendations, can make that determination 
stick. 

Had WSB come up with more moderate wage 
proposals, the Government would have been in 
a strong position to insist that the steel industry 
absorb the cost with perhaps no more than a 
slight price increase allowable under the Cape- 
hart formula. But now it is the steel companies 
which are in a strong position to prove that the 
very substantial new wage costs proposed by 
WSB cannot be absorbed without a higher price 
increase. 

United States Steel, for example, can probably 


~ ghow that the new wage costs, plus the higher 


‘costs to be expected in the things it buys, would 
reduce its profits before taxes below the pre- 
Korea level, and its profits after taxes to a point 
where they would just about cover the usual 
dividends with nothing left over-for expansioh 
or re-investment. 

Other companies can probably show an even 
more severe strain. So the case for higher prices 
will be stronger than it would have been had 
WSB declined to permit a bulge in its wage sta- 
bilization formula. 

Will another round of inflation be the result? 
The situation is complicated by the recent appear- 
ance of some deflationary influences. The easing 
of consumer demand, the stretch-out of the de- 
fense program, the bite of taxes and credit re- 
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strictions may offset the effect of a wage-price 
boost in steel. But there is no question that such 
a boost is inflationary in direction and may, in 
combination with other pressures, set the spiral 
going once again. 

a Wilson, director of mobilization, 
hhas power to set aside recommendations of the 
stabilization agencies.

Missouri Malady 

There are a lot of reasons why local taxes are 
high in many parts of Missouri. Im fact there 
are 7117 reasons. For that is the number of 
separate units of government in Missouri, as 
compiled by the United States Bureau of the 
Census and published in a report of the Missouri 
Public Expenditure Survey of unusual interest 
and value. oe 
Quoting the Census Bureau, the study shows 
that Missouri is still one of the slowest states in 
reorganizing its outmoded school district organ- 
ization. ~ This table shows what is wrong: 

NUMBER OF SCHOOL 


Missouri has the largest number of school 
districts of any state in the union. There has 
been progress—a reduction in the decade from 
8613 districts to 4937, but that is a decrease 
percentage of only 42.7. Illinois which had 
4000 more than Missouri in 1942 has cut to 300 
fewer than Missouri in 1951 for a decrease of 
62 per cent. As the table shows, Arkansas cut 
from 2644 districts to 422—a decrease of 84 
per cent! 

Fewer than half the states have both county 
and township government. Missouri is one of 
them. This state has 114 counties in addition 
to the City of St. Louis which is also a county. 
Not all the counties have townships but the 23 
which do run up a total of 329 townships. 


The automobile and the hard road have com- 
pletely outmoded the county. It is a hang-over 
from the horse-and-buggy days. The assessing 
and tax collection functions of the county seat, 
along with its custody of funds, could just as 
well be performed in fewer places. Nor is it 
necessary to have so many county seats for the 
administration of justice. 


Remember the total—7117 units of govern- 
ment. This number should come down some 
every year until it approximates reason. But 
it will not come down without effort. We can 
be sure that the courthouse rings, the members 
of special drainage districts and special road 
districts and other units will oppose mergers 
and consolidations of functions as long as they 
can. 

It is up to the taxpayers to do something 
about this Missouri malady of overlapping and 
duplicating governmental units.

For Mr. Truman’s Attention 

Senator Paul H. Douglas has sent to Presi- 
dent Truman a list of seven men he regards as 
qualified for a vacant federal judgeship in Illi- 
nois, He proposes that the White House look 
over the list and select one for the seat for 
which the Senator had recommended the late 
Chicago Judge Benjamin P. Epstein. 

The list includes such men as Tappan Greg- 
ory, former president of the American Bar As- 
sociation, Dean Edward H. Levi of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago Law School and Congressman 
Sidney Yates, one of the most progressive mem: 
bers of the, House. 

It ought to be possible for the President to set 
aside his differences with Senator Douglas suf- 
ficiently to» choose a qualified man for at least 
one of the two vacant judgeships. The state of 
the Illinois federal docket requires additional 
help on the bench. Senator Douglas puts the 
matter up to the White House and it is hard to 
see how Mr. Truman can fail to respond. 
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No Time to Quit 

Failure of the protracted effort to set in mo- 
tion the legal machinery for creating the ur- 
gently-needed St. Louis Metropolitan Sewer Dis- 
trict was indeed disappointing. But it is not 
necessarily fatal. The reasons behind that effort 
are as good now as last summer when the cam- 
paign began. So it is good to hear Mayor Darst 
say another try will be made. 


Cause of the failure was the inadequacy of pe- 
titions circulated in St. Louis calling for appoint- 
ment of a Board of Freeholders to plan the pro- 
posed integratéd sewer district. At least 10,245 
valid signatures were required in the city and, al- 
though 11,821 were obtained, only 7683 were ac- 
ceptable to the Board of Election Commission- 
ers. Unhappily the Attorney General has ruled 
that the old petitions cannot be recirculated, so 
proponents will have to begin all over. 


In St. Louis county, where about 3500 signa- 
tures are. needed, the petitions have not been 
checked. Bit there is a chance the county lists 
may, if they are sufficient in numbers, be held 
up pending recirculation of petitions in St. Louis. 
Uncertainty on this score tends to cloud the 
picture. In any event, this is not the time to 


‘abandon the drive. The metropolitan district is 


the only sound way to bring order to the area’s 
sewer problem. The situation will not cure itself. 
A surplus of valid signatures can show the way. 
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Exercising a Basic Right 

Representatives of an even dozen civic, labor, 
political and other groups in the St. Louis area 
have joined hands in a Citizens’ Committee for 
More Votes, an important and thoroughly worth- 
while’ enterprise to strengthen the democratic 
process here. We wish it every success, 

The organization is patterned after the 1950 
Good Citizenship Committee that won for St. 
Louis the American Heritage Foundation’s na- 
tional competition for the best campaign to get 
out the vote in that year’s general election. That 
honor was richly deserved. But what was of real 
consequence was that voting in St. Louis that 
year attained near-record proportions, and ballot- 
ing in St. Louis county was the largest ever re- 
corded in a non-presidential election. 

The coming elections are of even greater 
moment. The way to prepare for them is make 
sure every citizen is registered, and that is ex- 
actly what the Committee for More Votes will 
be doing from now on. More and greater public 
offices, will be at stake this year, and the world 
will be watching how many of us exercise the 
right to the free ballot. The citizens’ committee 
has its work cut out for it. |

Another Warning from the Mines 


———— 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Explosion killed six miners at Mount Pleasant, Pa., although state 
has one of best inspection systems, editorial says; repeated warnings 
by federal inspectors unheeded; urges passage of Neely and Price 
bills delegating authority to enforce federal recommendations.

Congress was given another costly prod 
last month on the need for an effective 
federal mine safety law. 

This time it took the form of an explo- 
sion in a mine at Mount Pleasant, Pa., in- 
volving six killed and four injured coal 
miners. There were 68 workers in the 
mine at the time of the explosion. 

It is probable that all of them would 
have suffered death or injury had it not 
been that the mine 
was wet; this kept 
down the coal dust 
and thus avoided a 
series of explosions 
such as ripped 
through the Orient 
No. 2 mine at West 
Frankfort, TIll., in 
December, taking 
120 lives, and 
through the Centra- 
lia mine in 1947. 

As in the Orient 
disaster, the explo- 
sion at Mount Pleas- 
ant had been preced- 
ed by explicit warn- 
ings from federal inspectors. On three 
previous occasions they had classified 
the mine as gassy, warning the manage- 
ment on poor ventilation, use of improp- 
er equipment and other violations of the 
federal mine safety code. But the federal 
inspectors have no means to compel ob- 
servance of their warnings; the Federal 


Bureau of Mines has no enforcement 
powers, 

It could do no more than urge precau- 
tions. And because it would have entailed 
expense to apply these precautions, they 
were neglected. In self-justification, the 
mine owner could point to a classification 
of the mine as non-gassy by state inspec- 
tors—generally less “fussy” and exacting 
than federal officials. 

Pennsylvania has one of the best mine 
inspection systems and a good mine safety 
record—at least in recent years. But state 
mine bureaus are unlikely to have the in- 
dependence of the Federal Bureau of 
Mines; they are more susceptible to pres- 
sure by mine owners precisely because the 
mine owners have more direct and imme- 
diate influence in state governments than 
in the Federal Government.. Moreover, 
there is a serious lack of uniformity among 
state mine safety codes. 

The tragedies that have sprung from in- 
adequate state mine safety regulations and 
lax state enforcement can be corrected 
only by a firm federal code with teeth in 
it. The Neely bill before the Senate, and 
its counterpart, the Price bill, on which 
the House Education and Labor Commit- 
tee completed hearings a fortnight ago, 
afford a clear, effective, workable remedy. 

Congress, in the exercise of its indubi- 
table authority to regulate interstate com- 
merce ought to adopt this remedy before 
any more grim warnings underscore the 
need for it. 


Case of the Federal Worker 


From The Federal Employe, Washington 


With each passing week in this year of 
1952, the morale of federal employes will 
be put to an increasingly severe test. 

On the one hand there are the disclos- 
ures which reveal that some employes have 
betrayed their frust. On the other hand 
there are the scattergun attacks which 
smear and malign all federal employes in- 
discriminately. 

It is clear that the spoils system must go. 

It is not enough to point to the large 
number of positions now under civil serv- 
ice, the apparently small number still sub- 
ject to outright political appointment. 


A genuine career service is not built on 
laws and regulations alone. A primary re- 
quisite of a genuine career service is a 
strong desire on the part of employes to 
render public service. They must earnest- 
ly want to do so; they must feel that the 
work is spiritually rewarding; that there is 
recompense in the satisfaction of a patri- 
otic duty well done. They must not regard 
the pubic service as a transient stopping 
place on the way to somewhere else... . 


But many Americans do enter imbued 


with an ardent and high-minded concept 
of the public service. Too often, however, 


they lose it. Or, rather, they have it knock- 
ed out of them. 

Too often their supervisors and admin- 
istrators are either cynical or inept, or 
both. Too often established standards are 
compromised and proven procedures, de- 
veloped in the public interest, are pointed- 
ly short-circuited or ignored... . 


At the same time, .these employes find 
themselves subjected to a constant torrent 
of vilification from tae outside. Day after 
day they hear and read the words “‘bu- 
reaucrat,” “tax-eater,” and “gravy train”— 
employes who are not bureaucrats, not 
tax-eaters, and whose “gravy train” con- 
sists of a post of responsibility which pays 
much less than a comparable position in 
private business and industry. 

Federal employes not only resent such 
conditions, such a climate of opinion. They 
act by resigning in droves. 

It is essential to uncover wrongdoing. 
But that is only part of the task, perhaps

Between Book Ends 


Story of an Idealist 


AFTER ALL: THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF NORMAN 
ANGELL. (Farrer, Straus & Young, 370 pgs., $4.50.) 
If the world ever achieves lasting peace, 

it can look back on Sir Norman Angell as 

one of its saviors. 


He was born in England 78 years ago, 
the son of a justice of the peace. After 
a youth disturbed by the inequalities he 
saw about him, he emigrated to the United 
States, became a cowboy. an unsuccessful 
rancher and a San Francisco journalist. 
Subsequently, Lord Northcliff put the 
young man at the head of the Paris edition 
of England’s largest newspaper, the Daily 
Mail, and for the next 10 years Angell 
wrote for Northcliff’s great newspapers. 


It was in San Francisco that he realized 
that the illogically violent hatred of Eng- 
land was based for the most part on a 
desire to find a scapegoat for the economic . 
miseries of the time. “His first revelation 
was John Stuart Mill’s essay, “On Lib- 
erty,” discovered when he was a schoolboy 
in France. Before he was 20, he knew 

that neither changes 
in government nor 
. new social and poli- 
_¥ tical institutions 
>* could prevent catas- 
trophe. Man had to 
be taught that wars 
were futile; that 
both the conqueror 
and the conquered 
must lose, and to- 
gether eventually de- 
stroy civilization. 
Angell’s first two 
books failed, but 
they prepared the 
way for’ his “The 
Great Illusion,” pub- 
lished four years before the First World 
War. What he attempted was to change 
the mind of man about war. Within three 
years the book had sold a million copies 
and was published in 20 languages. Though 
the inevitable war came, Angell and his 
ideas were the center of the peace move- 
ments that followed.

His contentions were proved when op- 
pressive peace terms proved to be useless, 
and it became necessary to help rebuild 
the devastated countries. Though he had 
failed to end the belligerence nations 
by books and innumerable articles in the 
popular press, he worked hard to-estab- 
lish terms of peace which would not con- 
tain the germs of another war. He failed 
again through the League of Nations to 
make the world safe fo> democracy, but 
he was given the Nobel Prize in 1933. 


Finally Sir Norman turned to the British 
Labor party and became a Socialist in the 
hope that he might appeal to the worker, 
since he could not move England’s upper 
or middle class. Angell soon found that 
his latest audience was filled with the 
economic conception that peace could only 
be won by destroying capitalism. Help- 
lessly he watched the fatal attempt to ap- 
pease the German Nazis and the beginning 
of another war. 


Like all prophets, Angell’s message was 
deliberately misunderstood. He had never 
said that war was impossible in modern 


actually failed, since he must see

old age that the Western world is 


uniting its strength in an attempt to 


a future world war impossible. We 
know that total war will be total destruc- 
tion. 

Norman Angell’s “After All” is one of 
the finest and most appealing biographies 
of this decade. It is written vigorously, 
modestly and . It is starred 
with many of the greatest men of 
times. His reporting of events and de- 
scriptions of the men whom he worked 
with or fought against are illuminated by 
his journalistic skill. In another aspect, 
it is the adventure story of an 
able idealist and internationalist 
conceptions may yet win the battle for 
peace.

DRAWING ON HER OWN experience in every 
kind of night spot, she does a take-off on night 
elub-singers, portraying such characters as the girl 

es every sour note on the piano player, 
the debutante chanteuse, the girl who’s sung in 
the same saloon for five years and knows all the 
customers, and the young singer who’s been sold 
an.over-arranged arrangement that starts out with 
Gershwin and ends up with Oklahoma-okay. 
..“*Like a lot of my material, that one’s based on 
real experience,” Mary said, over a luncheon of 
non-fattening fish and fattening chocolate pie. “I 
met an arranger like that when I first started out 
singing. but I couldn’t afford his over-arranged 
arrangements. I guess there’s a little malice in 
the. number.” 

Right now, Mary works out most of her own 
songs, is delving further into her past for a 
satirical sketch which will include actual scenes 
from movies in which she appeared, with Jane 
Withers, Shirley Temple, and Judy Garland. As 
she runs off old films (borrowed from Fox) Mary 
will provide a comedy commentary.

HER EARLY FILM CAREER seems funny to 
her now but it was very serious at the time. 
Part-Irish, part-Osage Indian, Mary Theresa Mc- 
Carty (without the. “h”) was born in Winfield, 
Kan., and taken to California by her movie-struck 
mother when her parents separated. One night 
in a~Los Angeles theater, a drawing for a refrig- 
erator was held and when they asked for a child 
volunteer to draw the winning number, Mary’s 
mother jet-propelled her up the aisle. A director 
who was in the audience asked her mother to 
bring her to the studio. 

“So I became a chorus girl at age five in a 
picture called ‘Bubbles,’” Mary recalled. “I re- 
member in the very beginning, I always took all 
my dancing school costumes with me. I thought 
you never knew when they'd call on you to do a 
number. I'd been brought up on movies in which 
the unknown could become a star overnight. 
Gradually I learned better.” 
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EVENTUALLY MARY BECAME reconciled to 
being a supporting player, usually made up to 
look as unattractive as possible—‘‘so the others 
would look favorable in contrast.” By the time 
she was 15 she had reached the awkward age and 
her movie career was over. There followed a 
series of minor jobs as ballad and torch singer, 
and a USO tour with the Jack Carson unit. At 
one time, Mary was singing nights in a club called 
the Hollywood Tropics and taking a two-year 
course at the Immaculate Heart College during 
the day. At still another low ebb in her career, 
she applied for a job with an all-girl band, repre- 
senting herself as a bass drummer. With an ad- 
vance of $100, she joined the musicians’ union and 
reported for work. No one had told her bass 
drums had to be fastened down so at the first 
hefty wallop, hers skidded across the night club 
floor and knocked down a customer. She was fired 
and out of the musicians’ union in short order. 
Figuring she was getting nowhere fast, she decided 
to head for New York. 

“I knew if I wanted to be a comedienne, New 
York was the place,” she says. “Hollywood is too 
glamour conscious, and I knew I wasn’t the 
ingenue type.” 
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IN NEW YORK SHE LIVED in a walk-up flat, 
played club and theater dates and got a part in a 
show called “Sleepy Hollow” which folded in six 
days. Just when it looked as if her career had 
érided inauspiciously a second time, she went into 
“Small Wonder,” a 1949 musical. In a take-off on 
Texas oilmen, Mary, wearing ermine-fringed bra 
and cowboy pants, sang, “‘Ballad for Billionaires,” 
and with her bellowing of its delicate lyrics—“Get 
your -little carcass down to Neiman-Marcus, buy 

erself a mess of mink”—she became a star and 

ad her salary doubled overnight. Her next two 
shows, “Miss Liberty” and “Bless You All” helped 
her farther along. 


Now Mary, who was moving from hotel to hotel 
évery..five days when she went into “Small 
Wotider,” has an apartment “with something very 
unusual for New York, a fireplace and a back- 

with two trees.” Since her mother’s death, 
Mery has no- family but hopes to start her own 
some day. She’s engaged to a young man in 
Californja, eventually expects to marry and settle 
dowh...She figures that after 23 years in show 
biisifiess she finally has proof of her success. 
““wWhen I first came to New York I had $14,” 
she says. “For a while I would tell people, ‘Now 
I have $14.50,’ but that’s changed.

Declarer put up the ace, 
then played the spade king—it 
was hopeless to lead a club since 
the enemy would certainly return 
a trump—and after seeing the 
spade queen fall, South continued 
with trumps until he had only one 
left. East found it highly uncom- 
fortable to discard safely on ail 
these rounds of trumps, but he 
solved his problem admirably by 
keeping three hearts, the diamond 
ace, and the ace and three of 
clubs—he carefully got rid of his 
dangerous club 10. South now 
led a heart to dummy and ruffed 
a diamond, dropping East’s ace, 
but when South next led a club, 
East could win with the ace and 
exit safely with the three-spot. 

South did not go quite far 
enough with his plan—he should 
have cashed his last trump, keep- 
ing the K-Q-8 of hearts and the 
K-J of diamonds in dummy, East 
would have to hold three hearts 
and the diamond ace, and wheth- 
er he kept the club ace or a low 
club, South could win the neces- 
sary three tricks. If East still had 
the club ace, he could be end- 
played immediately by a club 
lead; if East kept a low club, 
South could lead the club queen 
and West could do nothing to re- 
lieve his partner.

My Day

JAIPUR, India. 
AST Tuesday we started out 
at 8:30 a.m. and drove to the 
Agenta caves. The director, 
who has been excavating here, 
accompanied us and showed us 
the best of the excavations. It 
would be impossible to cover all 

of them in a day or many days. 
The difference between these 
caves and those at Ellora is that 
the emphasis here is on frescoes, 
most of which are badly damaged 
and probably can never be re- 
stored. But there are a few that 
are well worth while and show 
clearly the beauty that once was. 
Here, too, everything is hewn out 


- of solid rock. 


The caves are in a horseshoe 
shape in a ravine which is not as 
deep as our Grand Canyon but 
somewhat resembles it. The work 
was done during the first to the 
sixth centuries, though some are 
said to be even older than that. 
It is a strange, rather overwhelm- 
ing human effort and a remark- 
able representation of Buddha 
and his followers.

ON WEDNESDAY MORNING 
we got up early and saw a num- 
ber of the Ellora caves that we 
had not seen before, some Budd- 
hist and one Hindu, We looked 
again with greater care at the 
caves we had liked the best. On 
the whole, these caves are most 
imposing — breathtaking in their 
beauty, and, as works accom- 
plished by man with tools of the 
early days, they are almost in- 
credible. 

I had a press conference the 
evening before leaving Aurange- 
bad, otherwise these days and the 
one in Agra were entirely given 
up to sightseeing. 

We arrived in Agra early 
enough in the afternoon to drive 
out to ARbars fort, which was 
most interesting and part of it was 
remarkably well preserved. Then 
we drove back to see the Taj 
Mahal for the first time at sun- 
set. But, finding mail at the Cir- 
cuit House where we stayed, we 
delayed until the light was just 
beginning to fade. However, we 
did see it first at about 6:30 p.m, 
Then we went to see some re- 
ligious dances. 

After a quiet dinner we went 
back to see the Taj thoroughly 
by moonlight. I think of all the 
things I have -seen in the world 
this is the most perfectly propor- 
tioned. The purity of the white 
marble makes the conception of 
the eternal purity of real love 
a very living thing. I escaped the 
guides as much as possible be- 
cause I felt that this was perfec- 
tion that one must feel and let 
sink in. It could not just be 
talked about.

Problems 


UNDAY night supper parties 

are’ favored by both hostess 

and guests. The hostess likes 
them because she can prepare 
appropriate dishes in advance, 
some of them even on Saturday. 
Guests like them because they 
are always informal and also be- 
cause they are likely to see more 
of their hostess than on other 
occasions when she must spend 
more time in the kitchen. 

A popular main dish is an at- 
tractive mold with a chicken, tur- 
key or fish base. Tht is even 
better when prepared the pre- 
vious day, as flavor ripens and 
you are certain that the mold will 
be solid enough to turn out easily. 

By the way, the easiest way to 
persuade a mold to come out well 
is to\run lukewarm water into the 
sink to the depth of several 
inches and let the mold stay in 
this a short time. Wipe it before 
you turn it upside down on the 
serving plate. If it still resists, 
replace it in the water for an- 
other moment or so. Salad greens 
should, of course, be used as a 
garnish, 

With a cold dish of this sort, 
you will probably serve hot rolls 
or bread of muffins. Heated po- 
tato chips or French fried pota- 
toes are also good, particularly 
because of their crisphess. Either 
the frozen or the canned fried 
potatoes may be used. 

CLAM ASPIC. 

One 7-ounce can minced clams, 

one and one-fourth cups clam 


juice and water, one envelope un- 
flavored gelatine, one-fourth cup 
cold tabasco, one teaspoon wor- 
cestershire sauce, one tablespoon 
lemon juice. 

Drain clams and measure juice, 
Add water to make one and one- 
fourth cups, and heat. Soften gel- 
atin in cold water and dissolve in 
the hot liquid. Add tabasco, wor- 
cestershire sauce and lemon juice. 
Chill until syrupy. Add clams 
and chill until set. Turn out onto 
mold and serve garnished with 
salad greens. Pass Russian dress- 
ing. 

SEA FOOD MOLD. 

One envelope unflavored gela- 
tin, one cup milk, two egg yolks, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon prepared mustard, one- 
fourth teaspoon tabasco, two 
tablespoons lemon juice, two cups 
flaked salmon or tuna. 

Soften gelatin in cold milk in 
top of double boiler. Put over 
boiling water and stir until gela- 
tine is dissolved. Combine the 
egg yolks, salt, mustard and ta- 
basco and beat slightly. Add 
small amount of the milk to the 
egg yolk mixture and stir into 
mixture in double boiler. Cook 
over hot, not boiling water, stir- 
ring constantly until mixture 
thickens. Remove from heat and 
cool. Stir in lemon juice and 
flaked fish. Turn into large or 
individual molds and chill until 
firm. Unmold and serve with 
dressed sliced cucumbers. 

Yield: Six to eight servings.

Remodeling Fireplaces. : 
CCORDING to many interior 
decorators, a fireplace should 
do the same for a room that 

a new hat does for a woman, a 
new car for a man and a new 
bone for a dog. 

But some of the fireplaces do 
just the opposite. 


About the best thing to do for — 


a‘ fireplace that was obviously 
built by someone who has still a 
lot to learn about building fire- 
places is to make it as inconspic- 
uous as possible or cover it over. 

The average fireplace can be 
made pretty inconspicuous by just 
painting it the same color as the 
surrounding walls. It will help 
matters if the mantle is removed 
too. 


Another idea is to box in the 
fireplace with plaster or plaster- 
board so that only the opening 
and a small portion of the ma- 
sonry is exposed to view.
